available when submitting a foam complaint:
PFAS foam

e can be bright white
e s usually lightweight
e can be sticky

e tends to pile up like shaving cream
o Details about the location: name of the e can blow onto the beach

waterbody, where on the lake (e.g., North
coastline), on the shoreline/floating in
water, time of day, and any additional
pollution observed.

¢ Foam description: color, odor, relative size
(e.g., 1’ x 2"), texture, oily sheen, movement
and direction, any additional pollution
observed in location.
